employed some very ingenious methods 
to vitiate the Republican ballots, having 
seemingly solved the problem of robbing 
the secret ballot of its sting so far as 
the floating vote Is concerned. 

Until this year it has been almost im- 
possible to bribe the colored voters. The 
Negro, as a rule, has remained steadfast 
to the faith of his fathers and marked 
his ballot straight. Latterly, however, 
the Democrats have succeeded in keeping 
many of them from the polls by employ- 
ing them to leave the commuulty early 
on the morning of election day and to 
remain away until the following morn- 
ing; rut some of them who were willing 
to take money wanted a show of voting 
in order to avoid the odium attached to 
a plain case of sell-out. How to handle 
this class has until now been rather a 
puzzle to those buying the votes. 

They were afraid to take them at 
their promise to vote the straight Demo- 
cratic ticket, and were likewise averse 
to running the danger of prosecution 
for being a party to the open mutilation 
of the ballot. 

Tuesday they succeeded in getting 
around all difficulties. A great many 
Negroes were willing to sell, but fear of 
their friends' denunciation forced them 
to accept bribes under cover. They were 
taken care of. As every voter of this 
character went in to mark his ballot he 
was given a scrap of white paper, which 
was gummed on one side. The reverse 
side contained a peculiar inscription, 
like "X 2," for instance. In a little 
book kept by the man handling the 
money there was a record of the sticker, 
and opposite the duplicate mark was put 
the name of the voter to whom it whs 
given. 

The "float," as such men are termed, 
was instructed to enter the booth, dampen 
the mucilage on the scrap of paper and 
paste it on the ballot. Having thus dis- 
figured the ballot, he was to fold It np 
just as if he bad voted regularly and 
hand It to the Clerk. 

I'nder the law each party is allowed 
one representative at the count when 
the polls close. These representatives 
were instructed by their confederates to 
keep a lookout for ballots containing the 
tell-tale stickers, and when one ap- 
pearel it was promptly recorded. The
